It is reported that the proposed ‘ordin- 
ance deals only with Europeans; Such a 
course of procedure. is hardly likely, but, 
should it be intended, it is difficult to sce 
on what grounds the Council have come to 
this determination: Its only effect would 
be to-place the foreign broker under tl, 
disadvantage of having to disburse ‘a cer. 
tain sum annually and being cumpell 
to. abide by certain rules which ai 
form no bar to the native broker whenev 
it was to his interest to act in au indepé 
dent manner; while his pocket would ni) 
suffer by being ealled upon to pay tax|to 
the Government. 


Such a measure would 
doubtless be extremely popular amongst 
the Chinese, as its immediate effect would 
be to throw much additional business into 
their hands, Many of the smaller brokers 
yould probably find it impossible to do 
business fs the fuce of an uncontrolled 
competition, afd would of necessity close

The event, however, has not- justified these 
expectations ; with the single exception of 
Pan, a general who formerly held command 
of the Sung-kiang district, every -leader 
who has come into collision with these 
much despised robbers, has met with defeat 
and - disaster. Une of Li-hung-chang’s 
especial ffiends and proteges, Liv, who was 
associated in command with a Frenchman 
named Pinel, has lost all his guns and a 
jarge proportion of his men ; while Li joh- 
ta-jen, a younger brother of the viceroy, 
whose name will be remembered as ‘that of 
the most unsuccessful general in this pro- 
yince during the Taecping struggle, has been 
completely ronted. He succeeded in’ in- 
geniously enclosing his ten by.a circle of 
Nien-fei and losing niue tenths of them 
killed or made prisoners, besides 2,000 
stand of Enfield rifles. What became of 
the owners of the Jatter, our information 
does not explain ; but seeing that out of 
1,000 cavalry only 100 escaped, we may 
inter the fate of the infantry cannot have 
been’ much better. 

The daily reports of battle, slanghter-and 
pillage which reached us during the time of 
the rebellion in this neighbourhood, have 
so familiarised us with the vicinity of war 
that we listen with a careless. ear to these 
details of Imperialist successes or reverses. 
Yet the effects of.the occurrences we report, 
may be most important. ‘his is the first 
time the Nienfei have come in collision with 
the highly vaunted troops of Kiangsu. ‘The 
latter went into the field with all the pres- 
tige that foreign. weapons and discipline 
could lend ; the glory of all that had- been 
done in Kiangsu floated.on their, banners. 
They were the soldiers of Li-hung-chaug ; 
the actual suppressser of the Taepiug rebel- 
Hon. And now, they have been shamefully 
defeated by an uparmed’and undisciplined 
horde ; the confidence which their presence 
gave to those districts bordering on the 
Nienfei country is lost, and. the weapons 
from which so much was-xpected have gone 
to add to.the strength of their adversaries. 
Enquiry naturally arises as to the cause of 
these reverses, and whether either leaders 
or men possess the knowledge of foreign 
tactics with which they are credited. We 
think not, and doubt much whether the de- 
feats they have just experienced be not an 
exemplification of the old adage, that a lit- 
tle knowledge is a dangerous thing. -It is 
fair to say ‘that Li loh-ta-jen’s men made no 
pretence to European training, though they. 
were armed with European wedpous. But 
Liu and Pinel’s men were lookéd on as the 
essence of perfection, equal to the best 
troops, who ever drilled ‘on the plains of 
Aldershot ; whereas in reality their wholé 
knowledge amounted to an ability to shuifle 
through’a few movements on the parade 
ground, which the presence of au enemy 
would completely upset, and Liu hiniseli is 
ignorant even of the words of command to 
direct them. Troops so drilled and so led, 
are wore liable to defeat than if they had 


relied entirely on their own native tactics, 


countrymen more or Jess successfully } but 
whea endeavouring to utilise their Euro- 
pean dri!l in front of an enemy, both officers 
and .men lose tleir heads and manc:uvre 
into.a state of hopeless confusion, in which 
they are worse than helpless. Even when 
the men have acquired a certaiv amount of 
the lore which their European drill instruc- 
tor las been so perseveringly endeavoring

The Superintendent of Customs has to 
refer the Honorable Consul’s attention to 
* the fact that, from the first commencement 
of foreign trade at Canton, the anchorage 
of Whampoa has been the spot selected as 
the best adapted by nature forthe accom- 
modation of foreign vessels, And Chinese 
and foreign officials have been appointed to 
maintain snpervision at that place. Of 
late years, since the opening of other Ports, 
foreign merchants have largely employed 
sex-going steamers, in consequence whereot 
the Superintendent's predecessor, moved by 

a desire to: give facility to passengers by 

these vessels, canc-ied the privilege to sti 

steamers of anchoring at, Canton and they 
have availed themselves of this to load and 
discharge ciurgo o. Latterly, however, 
sailing vessels have in numerous instances 
sought to fulluw the cxample thus set, and 
when the Superintendent has ordered them 
. to remove to the anchorage at Whampoa, 
the masters have giver veut to protests based 
on the growuds that no actual prohibition 
has heretéfore bee in existence. Lf the 
principle’be once established, however, the 
Superintendant apprehends that in futcre 
much trouble will be occasioued on shore 
by the crews of vessels; and with the view 
of obviating this pussibility,-he thinks it 
his duty to-establish a regulation on the 
subject and to notify the same to the Coa- 
sular Body tu be placed-by them on record 
asa perpetual probibition. He therefore

JULIUS CAISAR. 
(Athenwum.) 


After no little delay, this second instal- 
ment of Napoleon’s Life of Cesar is made 
public ; more. than’ a yéar having elapsed 
between the issue of the first and. second 
volumes. Couiprising the events, whish.lie 
between the appointment of Cvesar to the 
government of Gaul and the crossing of the 
Rubicon, this second volume contains some 
of the most. interesting and important cir- 
cumstances. of the great. Romuan’s life, from 
which the imperial author does not tail: to 
deduce political lessons and to suggest poli- 
tical. parallels, more or less: acceptable‘ac- 
cording’ to the creed of the reader, but al- 
ways full of meaning. The value of this 
history, indeed, is to be found in,its re- 
flections. Though. the Emperor is well 
read, the’real point and pith of his work lie 
in the modern application of certain historic 
facts. rather than in the mere ‘scholarship. 
Since the publication of the first volume, 
“ Cesarism” has become a creed and a 
party-word, and men will ‘look into the 
pages of this present: volume as.anxiously 
as they would look into those of a Sibylline 
hook—seeking to discover thereby the will 
of the gods and the cate of. empires. ‘They. 
wil) tind material for speculation, whichever 
way they read the imperial'mind: 

To the antiquary and the. historian of 
Western Europe, this volume will present 
an special interest. It has been under- 
stood that, for many years, Caesar’s wars in 
Gail have been a favorite subject of study 
with Napoleon the Third, and since he aé- 
cended the imperial throne, he has caused 
extensive surveys and.excavations tobe 
made ou the sites of the principal events re- 
lated in the ‘Commentaries’ of the great 
commander, such as could only be made’ 
under the ‘directions of a powerful and 
weaithy sovereign. The result has been in 
the highest degree important, and the dis- 
coveries made, especially at Alise (Ale ia) 
and Puy @ Issolu (Uaeliudinwm), are of the 
utmost interest and importauce. - ‘| 

As a history, the Emperor’s relation of 
Ceesar’s war in Gaul is one of considerable 
merit, With. the advantage of using all the 
most recent labours of scholars on the sub- 
ject, and of his own surveyors above ground 
and excavators underneath, he ‘has cleared 
up mahy obscure points. and given an ac- 
curacy to the narrative far beyond what 
was presented by any previous work. After 
a well-digested introductory chapter on the 
state of Gaul in the time of Cwsar,:we are 
introduced to that’ critical. moment when 
Cesar hastened across the Alps into his new 
government to meet the invasion of the 
Helvetii: , 

The Emperor goes into a dissertation on 
the exact spots whére Casar embarked from 
Gaul and landed in Britain, and he fixes on 
Boulogue and Walmer. The former, as we 
know, was also chosen by: Napoleon the 
First, when he contemplated a similar. ex- 
pedition ; and Napoleon the Third ‘says— 
‘It is worthy of remark, thatthe reason 
which determined. Cesar to depart from 
Boulogue were the same as those which de- 
cided the choice of Napoleon the First in 
1804, Notwithstanding the difference of 
the times and the armies, thé- nautical and 
practical conditions had not changed... The 
Emperor chose Boulogue, says M. Thiers, 
because this port had long ‘been proved to 
be the best point of departure for an ex- 
pedition -directed against. England,—he 
chose. Boulogue because its port is formed 
by the little river, the. Liane, which allowed 
him, with a little labour, to shelter twelve 
or. thirteen. hundred vessels.” Another 
coincidence to be notiéed- is, that certain 
flat-bottomed boats, constructed by order 


of the Emperor, lad almost the same dimen-" 


sions as those of Casar—their great incon- 
venieuce in-both cases being the ease with 
which they drifted: - 7 
After. detailing the wars of Ceesar,. the 
Emperor doubles back -upon a suinmary, 
adding an account, as he proceeds of the 
political events and intrigues at Rome, the 
recall: of Cicero, the. quarrels of Pompey, 
the ambition of .Clodius, and by bis death 
the ‘narrowing of the issue to the struggle. 
between Czsar and Pompey. The retiec- 
tious on the death of Ciodius are singular, 
as an instance of the Emperor's fatalism, 
and how he regards all men below the cali- 
bre of Casars rather as puppets ‘than ‘as 
movers : ‘Thus, by the ‘simple accidents 
of his life, Clodius seems to have been de- 
stined to-call forth the elements of discord 
which the Republic contained within ‘her 


Gosom.- He is surprised: in -the. house of 
Cwaar’s wife, during a religious sacrifice, 
and this violation of the .mystéries. of the

The animosity with which he jg 
pursued makes him a formidable -part, 
chief, who: sends Cicero: into exile. whe 
makes Pompey tremble,-and who accele: 
rates the elevation of ‘Cesar. His death 
will rouse .up-all the popular passions, and 
will inspire so much: fear-in the opposite 
faction that it will forget its enmities and, 
jealousies to throw itself into. the arms of 
Pompey ; and from one end of Italy to the 
other all the peopls-will be in arms.” 
As remarkable too, in ‘its-way, is. the 
clever and suggestive reasoning by which it 
is sought to be shown that the Republic had 
failed to ensure ordet within or peace with- 
out; and thus ‘* whilst the popular instincs, 
which is rarely deceived, ' saw the salvation, 
of the Republic inf the power: of one alone. 
the aristocracy party, ‘on the. contrary, aw 
only: danger iu the general inclination to- 
wards: one man.”. Indeed, ‘the whole of” 
this last part of the second volume-abounds 
m‘traits and. suggestive. passages, ‘and 
Crsar is evideutly, taken’ as. the‘ prototype 
now of the: First,- and now. of the Third 
Napoleon—even ‘more evidently taken than 
in the previous -voluiie ; anu a! paragraph 
inthe eighth chapter of; the fourth book. 
setting forth why Czesar, who, for nine years, 


had shown. so much ‘ability and devotion to - 


the cause of his country, met with so much 
animosity at home might’ have been written 
for the’ Bonapartes, changing only the pro. 
per names... Andis this Cesar or Louis 
Napoleon himself }—‘* Casar- began his po; ~ 
litical career by a trial, which is always 
honourablé—persecutions borue for a great 
cause. The popular party rested’ on the 
recollections of Marius ; Ceesar did not he- 
sitate to receive tlem; with ‘splendour: 
Henée:the prestige which -surro:ded him 
from his early -youth, -aud’ which never 
ceased to” increase with him. © His con: . 
atancy. to: his*principles was worth more to 
him. than -all the Honours and dignities 
which “were ,conferred on him ; nominated : 
successively military tribune, qzestor, grand 
pontiff, curator of the Appian Way, Edile, 
Urban Preetor, Propreetor in Spain, finally 
Consul, he could count these different tes- 
timonies of the public favour as so many 
victories: obtained under’the -saie flag 
against the same enemiéa. This was the. 
cause of the violent passions of the aristo- 
cracy,;'they made one mau alone responsi- - 
ble tor the decadence of an order of things 
which was sunk iv corruption and anarchy.” 

In a foot-note, referring to the duration 
of the-pro-consulate iu Gaul, the parallel- 
ism so often indicated tikes a more open 
expression is the following remarkable pas- 
sage :—'‘In all times,” ‘suys the. Emperor, 
«¢ we see the assentblies endeavour to shorten” 
the duration -of the power’ given -by the 
people to a mani not sympithetic with then, 
This is an example: the constitution of 
1848: decided tliat the President Of thy 
irench Republic should be pomninated for 
four years, Prince Louis Napoleon was 
elected the 10th of December, 1848, aud 
proclaimed on the 20th of the same month. 
His: powers. were to expire.on the 20th of 
December, 1852. Now the Constituent 
Assetnbly which. provided for the election 
of Prince Louis Napoleon fixed the terp: of 
his presidency on the secorid Sunday. of the 
mouth. of May, 1852, thus depriving him’ 
of séven mouths. . | : 

To show. that Caesar was at all times ga- 
verned by “grand ideas, and that be was 
the friend-of liberty, and of the. people, 
while Pompey—vain, false, intriguing, and 
séliish—-was desirous of power merely. for 
personal aggrandizement,—to show that the 
aristocratic party/was composed. of meu like 
Pompey, only of ‘a’smalier calibre, and that 
they espoused his cause ior the same base, 
motives as those actuating him, while the 
people, with thbir ‘admirable, discern 
ment,” were with Cesar as the represenia- 
tive of their liberty, their greatness, and 
their strength,—to show that Cyesarism and 
Bonapartisin are identical, and that each 
mean simply the salvation of society, aud. 
the general progress. of bumaaity,—te show 
this, and for nothing but to show this, has 
the Emperor ‘written this Life of Julius 
Ceasar. : :
